In the Hawaiian Gazette of Gih May, 
VeSod some (urthor IntereBiing details of tbo 
Bome farther intorosting details of tho 
great eruption. Those particulars aro 
given by Dr. Hillebrand, who visited 
the volcanio diatrlot in oompaDy with 
M. Beranger, French Oommissionor 
and Oonaul. The latter gentleman 
made eketcheB of aome of the most 
important voloanio appearanoes, which 
are said to poseees great interest and 
seientifio value. Xho acoonnt of tbo 
lava fissure at Kahuku is entirely now 
to tho public :— Sir,— " Having just 
returned irom a journey across the 
Boeno of tho lato voloauio convulHious 
on Southern litswaii, I hasten to givo 
you a statoinont of what 1 observed 
there. Lot mo state here at once that 
1 started from liilo with a few IrlendB 
for Kilauea on April 17th ; doacendod 
the crater on tho ISlh ; examined tho 
oxtensivo fiaouroB near tho Puna road 
on tho iJOth ; tho so called mud flow on 
tho 'ilst, and tho lava Htreani in Ka- 
huku on 11)0 iiod. On iho 2kh wc 
croBsed tho lava Btream on tho road to 
EoD.i, and reached Kealr.kckur, i3ay 
on April 2Gth. first lot mo observe 1 
find, what it is important to know as 
a matter of scienco, that the oarlh- 
qnake waves all moved from southwest 
to Qortheast, and overturned movoablo 
objects standing at right angles with 
that line. A heavy bookocase in tbo 
Eev. T Ooan'^'Tr^rary, holding that re ' 
latton to the wave, was overturned, 
while another heavy oase, filled with 
shells and minerals, which stood parN 
allel to it lemained standing. 

KIIiAUEA 

mast be noticed particularly to mark 
the changes that have taken place and 
which render the district at present 
almost unrecognizable to those onco 
familiar with it. The ground around 
tho crater, particularly on the caalcrn 
and western sides, is rent by a groat 
number of fiBsuros, one near tho Puna 
road more than twelve feet wide 
and very doop ; others of less size run 
parallel to and uorosB tho Kau road, so 
as to render travel on it very danger- 
ous. Tho look-out house is detached 
from tho mainland by a very deep 
crevasse, and standH now on an isolated 
overbanging rock, which, nt tbo next 
severe concussion, muat tumble into 
the pit below. Many smaller fissures 
aro hidden by grass and bushes, forni. 
ing so rr:any traps for tho unwary. 
The Yolcano House, however, has not 
suffered, nor is the ground surround- 
ing it broken in the least. From the 
walls of Ktlaaea large masses of rock 
have been detached and thrown down. 
On the west and nortbwestside, where 
the fire bad been n\^OBt active before 
the great earthquake of April 2nd, the 
falling masses probably have been ai 
once melted by the lava and oarriod 
off in its stream, lor the walls there 
remain as porpc:.d:calar as Ihoy were 
boforo, hut that this part of the wall 
has lost portions of its mass is shown 
too evidently by tbo doop crevices 
along tho western edge just spoken of, 
and the partial detachment in many 
places of largo pri'^ms of rock. Bat ii 
is on tho east and northeast wall par-< 
tioularly that tho charactor of the 
crater has undergone a change. Along 
tho descent on tho accond ledgo largu 
masses of rock, many more than lOO 
tons in weight, obstruct tho patb and 
form abutments to tho etono pillars — 
small buttress hills similar to those 
observed in front of tho high bn.saltic 
wall In Koolau, Oahu. So also in iho 
deep crater itself, the eastern wall has 
lost mach of its perpendioular dip, 
and has become shelving in part. 
Tbo beat was nowhere so great that 
we could not keep our footing for a 
minute or more, although in many 
places it would forbid the touch oi 
the bare hand. The great South Lake 
is transformed into a vast pit, more 
than 500 foot deep, the solid eastern 
wall proJocUng far over tho hollow 
below, while the remaining sides are 
falling off with a sharp inclination, 
and consist of a confused mass oi 
sharp lava. More than two-thirds of 
tho old floor of Kilauea has caved in, 
and sunk from lOO to oOO foot below 
tho level of the remaining floor. It 
was only on our return from tho 
north west corner whore it is deopoat, 
that there prosentod itself through 
tho mist in which wo were envelop- 
ed, a high wall of 300 feet of grotoa- 
qne and fantastic linos. On noaror ap- 
proach wo soon saliflfied oursolvcs 
that this singular wall represented tho 
Jlno of demarktttioa of a groat dopros- 
oion in the floor of the orater— a fact 
that sarprisod ns the more as a birds- 
eye view from Above had allogolber 
foiled to apprise na oi its existence. 



Tho caving in of the floor Booracd to 
bo still in progression, for twice during 
our exploration of tbo orator our 
nerves wero disturbed by a prolonged 
heavy rumbling and rattling noise, 
as from a distant platoon fire of mus- 
ketry, coming from tbo nortb west 
corner, Kaina, who keeps tho Volcano 
House, and who has boon near the 
volcano for the last five months, and 
a hired Chinaman were the only per- 
eons who remained at Kilauea. They 
told me for two months proooding the 
first shook, viz., from Jan 20 to March 
29, the crater had been anusnally 
active; eight lakes being in constant 
ebullition, and frequently overflow- 
ing. During all this time, (the date 
of its first appearance could not be as* 
oortainod exactly) there was in the 
north west corner a 'blowhole,' 
from which at regular intervals of a 
minute or less, with a roaring Doiso, 
largo masses of vapor wore thrown 
off as from a steam engine. This 
ceased about tho 10th March. At the 
samo time the activity of tho lakes 
became greatly increased, and Kaina 
anlioi[)!itod mischief, ilarch 27th tho 
flrat shook wa.'^ poieoived. Thursday, 
Agril 2nd, at a low minutOH past four, 
p m, tho big earthquake occurred, 
which caused tbo ground arouiid Kil- 
auea to rock like a ship at sea. At 
that moment there commenced foar- 
tnl detonations in tho crater, large 
quantities of lava wero thrown tp to 
a great height ; portions of tho wall 
tumbled in. This extraordinary com-i 
motion accompanied with unearthly 
noise and oeaBoloss swaying of the 
ground, continued from that day till 
Sunday night, April 6tli, but from the 
first the fire began to recede. On Thurs- 
day night it was already oonfiued to 
the regular lakes, on Saturday night 
it only lemained in the great South 
lake, and on Sunday night there was 
none at all. The noises now became 
weaker and were separated by longer 
intervals: J3y Tuesday quiet reigned 
in Kilauea. On that afternoon tho 
lava burst out at a distance of forty 
miles, south west, in Kahukn.' 

Mexico — Mexico is highly favored in 
religious institutions and their ap|)eudage3.

Sonio of the 
institutions are permitted to mnko money 
by lotteries, and it was calculated by 
Tcjado in 1850, who dcvcioped the plan 
for nationalizing the church property, that 
tho vnlue of rent paying houses and 
ground owned by the church in the dis- 
trict of Mexico was $50,000,000. The 
total rents of tho clergy in one year were 
$18,000,000 or more. But tlio liberal 
party 1ms triumphed at last and nil this 
luuss of real estate has been seciuestered, 
under certain conditions, for tbo use of 
that State. 

Di:rTii OF THi; Si:.\. — Captain Sir John 
IlosH made .some ciiuriiinus soundings at 
sea, one of which, nine hundred miles west 
of St. Helena, extended to tbo depth of 
.5,000 fathoms, or .'tO,000 feet or nearly 
miles ; the wei^jht employed auiouut- 
iiig to 45 pouiid,^. Aiiutlior lUiKli! 300 
mik'S west of tho Ca[)o of Good Hope, 
oi:eu[iir(| -isj^ luinutc'^, iu which linio 2,'l'-lb 
fathoms were .'■ouiided. Captain Denhani 
ioonded iu the South tVtlantic, 7,706 
fathoms, or nearly 7.7 geograijhical miles. 
If the existing water,s wure increased only 
by one fourth, tin y would drown the earth 
with the exce|)tion of hoiuo high nioimt- 
ains.

MesBrs Wallace and Hntchinson were 
also examined, in connexion with Iho legiti- 
mate mode of resignation or release of a 
Scotch minister frona his icoumbency, tbe 
object being lo show that, the action o( the Kirk 
Session, which the plaintiQ desired to be 
called, in order to reluaea him on the ground 
of returning to Scotland, could not be valid, 
SB it was formed only of three persona, of 
whom tbe plaiotilT himself was ono. The 
oaaa will be resnmed again next Wednesday, 
when tbe defence will bo opened.
